PRINTER 
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Danger  of  Municipal  Printing, 

Kent    Education    Committee's    Scheme 
for   Trading    in    Print    and    Stationery. 


It  has  recently  been  announced  in  the  press 
that  the  Kent  Education  Committee  proposes 
to  establish  wholesale  and  retail  stores  for 
supplying  educational  books,  stationery,  etc. 
It  is  reported  also  that  a  sub-committee  has 
been  appointed  to  consider  the  setting  up  of 
a  complete  modern  prmting  and  bookbinding 
department  in  order  to  effect  a  saving  in  the 
education  committee's  printing  and  stationery 
bills.  In  announcing  this  development,  the 
Evening  Standard  remarks  :  "  Obviously  the 
scheme  will  entail  a  capital  expenditure  of 
thousands  of  pounds,  which  must  be  borrowed 
at  an  abnormally  high  rate  of  interest,  and 
even  a  superficial  knowledge  of  current  quo- 
tations for  machinery,  type,  etc.,  will  make  it 
patent  that  a  printmg  works  established  at 
this  juncture  will  need  far  more  capital  than 
one  of  equal  capacity  already  in  existence." 

A  Radical  Departure, 

For  many  years  past  the  Kent  County 
Council  have  obtained  their  various  classes 
of  school  requisites,  stationery,  soft  goods, 
etc.,  from  contracting  firms  who  specialise  in 
these  directions,  but  recently  the  Council, 
acting  through  the  Education  Committee, 
nave  set  apart  tens  of  thousands  of  pounds 
for  the  financing  of  a  store  and  trading 
scheme  for  the  supply  of  school  requisites,  not 
only  to  its  own  schools  in  its  area,  but  to  the 
schools  maintained  by  the  17  areas  within  the 
County  of  Kent  which  are  autonomous  for 
educational  purposes.  It  is  also  intended  to 
trade  with  the  endowed  schools,  foundation 
schools,  private  schools  of  all  kinds,  if  such 
schools  will  buy  from  the  county  store. 

Among  the  tens  of  thousands  of  pounds 
appropriated  for  the  financing  of  this  trading 
scheme  are  £17,000  for  school  books,  appar- 


atus and  stationery,  this  amount  being  drawn 
from  the  rates  or  from  reserves  accumulated 
out  of  the  rates. 

The  Basis  of  Prices. 

The  Store  Committee  have  decided  to  add 
to  the  cost  price  of  such  goods  as  they  pur- 
chase and  keep  in  stock  the  amount  of  5  per 
cent,  by  way  of  gross  trading  profit,  and  to 
such  goods  as  have  to  be  ordered  up  specially 
to  suit  individal  requirements,  and  are  not 
put  into  stock,  the  amount  of  2^  per  cent. ; 
the  wording  of  the  clause  governing  this 
phase  of  their  trading  scheme  being  "  goods 
supplied  to  bodies  and  persons  other  than  the 
committee's  schools,  institutions  and  offices." 

The  Store  Committee  do  not  intend  to  for- 
ward the  goods  by  rail,  but  to  deliver  them 
by  motor  lorries,  the  lorries  having  been  either 
transferred  from  existing  departments  of  the 
Kent  Education  Committee  or  purchased  out- 
right, or  hired,  and  it  is  calculated  that,  such 
deliveries  being  without  the  essential  factor 
of  a  return  load,  5  per  cent,  added  on  to 
the  cost  of  goods  is  insufficient  to  pay  for 
motor  delivery  alone,  especially  when  the 
individual  deliveries  will,  in  many  cases, 
be  small  in  bulk,  and  to  schools  scattered  al! 
over  such  a  large  county. 

Criticisms  that  are  Being  Raised. 

In  the  scheme  prepared  for  the  Stores  Com- 
mittee, the  question  of  salaries  to  officials  and 
staff,  who  will  administer  the  store,  has  been 
dealt  with  in  a  manner  that  might  appear 
remarkable,  in  that  the  bulk  of  the  salaries 
are  not  debited  to  the  stores  account  at  all, 
but  are  contained  in  the  general  salaries  bill 
of  the  Kent  Education  Committee  ;  in  conse- 
quence, the  trading  results  of  the  store  might 
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rctMi\  >iiu\\  .-1  Kiii.icious  profit,  on  account  of 
such  an  important  item  as  present-da\'  rates 
of  salaries  being  insufiiciently  debited  against 
Its  account. 

Question  has  been  raised  as  to  the  legal 
right  of  the  Kent  County  Council  to  trade 
with  the  small  urban  areas  within  the  county 
and  with  private  schools  of  all  kinds  situate 
therein,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  Local 
Government  Board  auditor  would  not  pass 
such  accounts  for  that  reason  alone  ;  there  is 
also  considerable  doubt  as  to  whether  the 
accounts  would  be  approved,  because  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  salaries  and  expenses  for 
carr>ingon  the  store  have  not  been  debited  to 
the  store,  but  are  contained  in  the  general 
working  expenses  of  the  Kent  Education 
Committee. 

The  housing  problem  involved  is  also 
arousing  some  public  apprehension.  What  of 
accommodation  for  the  workers  engaged  ?  It 
is  definitely  asserted  that  no  suitable  houses 
are  vacant"  in  Kent.  Will  a  housing  scheme 
have  to  be  tacked  on  to  the  printing  works 
proposal  ? 

This  latest  development  of  municipal,  or 
rather,  County  Council,  trading,  is  a  refine- 
ment of  any  scheme  hitherto  put  into  opera- 
tion, and  it  is  for  the  ratepayers,  not  only  in 
the  administrative  county  of  Kent,  but  in  the 
autonomous  educational  areas  contained 
therein,  to  decide  whether  the  rates  are  to  be 
used  in  this  remarkable  manner.

Damage  to  the  amount  of  over  £"10,000  was 
done  by  a  fire  at  a  paper  bag  printing  works 
owned  by  Mr.  Mark  Miller  at  Ward-road, 
Stratford,  E. 

There  is  about  to  be  formed,  under  the 
auspices  of  Mr.  Frank  Brangwyn  and  Mr. 
Frank  Emanuel,  a  new  body  to  be  called  the 
"  Society  of  Graphic  Art." 

With  messages  of  goodwill  from  the  Prince 
of  Wales,  Earl  Beatty  and  the  Shipping  Con- 
troller, the  Merchant  Service  Guild  launches 
the  Dolphin,  its  new  magazine. 

The  firms  of  Godfrey  Phillips  and  Bros., 
19-20,  Water-lane,  and  M.  Ellis,  234-238, 
Bishopsgate,  have  amalgamated  and  will  in 
future  trade  as  Phillips  Bros,  and  Ellis. 

According  to  The  Newspaper  World,  fifteen 
more  newspapers  and  other  periodical  publi- 
cations have  this  week  increased  their  prices, 
making  sixty-five  such  increases  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year.

Restaurant  workers  on  strike  in  London 
are  receiving  much  support  from  other  trade 
unions.  Mr.  Cann,  the  general  secretary  of 
the  Waiters'  Union,  has  received  several  sub- 
stantial cheques,  including  one  of  £10  from 
the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Lithographic 
Printers. 

Trade  Telephone  List.— Mr.  Pike  Pease 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  stated  that  the 
Post  Office  does  not  propose  to  publish  a 
classified  trades  list  of  telephone  subscribers 
in  London  at  the  public  expense  ;  but  com- 
petitive tenders  for  the  right  to  publish  an 
authorised  list  have  been  received,  although 
the  contract  has  not  yet  been  placed. 

A  slander  action  was  opened  last  week  at 
the  Glamorgan  Assizes  in  which  Robert  J. 
Davies,  of  the  Mid-Rhondda  Printing  Works, 
Tonypandy,  sought  to  recover  damages  from 
the  Batavia  and  General  Plantation  Trust 
(Limited),  London.  The  slander  was  alleged 
to  have  been  uttered  in  a  telegram  published 
by  defendants  sent  in  reply  to  a  letter  from 
plaintiff. 

The  organising  secretary  of  the  Photo- 
graphic Fair— to  be  held  at  the  Horticultural 
Hall,  April  i6th  to  24th— is  Mr.  Arthur  C. 
Brookes,  whose  offices  are  at  Sicilian  House, 
Southampton  -  row,  W.C.i.  Mr.  Oglesby 
(mentioned  in  our  issue  of  March  4th)  is 
secretary  of  the  Photographic  Dealers'  Asso- 


ciation, and  is  responsible  for  organising  the 
dealers'  congress  which  is  to  be  held  in  con- 
nection with  the  Fair.

"  Owing  to  the  continually  increasing  cost  of 
production  it  has  been  found  necessary  "  to 
increase  the  price  of  the  Balkari  Review  from 
is.

The  Loughborough  Hotel  Assembly  Rooms, 
Brixton,  was  crowded  when  Mr.  Robert  H. 
Lucas  occupied  the  chair  in  support  of  the 
Printers'  Pension  Fund. 

The  Island  Star,  an  Isle  of  Wight  Liberal 
newspaper,  established  in  1910,  has  ceased 
publication  owing  to  the  cost  of  production 
and  the  scarcity  and  high  price  of  paper. 

The  ink  plant  of  New  Granada  is  a 
curiosity.  The  juice  of  it  can  be  used  as  ink 
without  any  preparation.  At  first  the  writing 
IS  red,  but  after  a  few  hours  it  turns  to  a 
deep  black.  ^ 

Mr.  James  Guthrie  writes  to  correct  an 
impression  that  his  work  as  an  editor  and  de- 
signer of  printed  matter  is  at  the  disposal  of 
any  firm  other  than  the  Pear  Tree  Press, 
Flansham,  Bognor. 

The  Deutscher  Reichsanzeiger oi  February  25th 
intimates  that  the  following  goods  may  still 
be  exported  from  Germany  without  licence  : — 
Printing  plates  and  stereotype  plates  and 
galvanic  plates  for  printing  of  pictures. 

The  Birmingh2m  Gazette  published  a 
special  Industries  Fair  number  of  20  pages,  in 
which  the  sections  of  trade  represented  at 
Birmingham  were  carefully  written  up.  It  is 
an  excellent  bit  of  newspaper  enterprise. 

Speaking  of  the  congestion  at  paper 
and  stationery  works,  and  the  shortage  of  raw- 
materials,  a  manufacturing  stationer  ob- 
serves :  "  It  is  not  so  long  ago  that  we  were 
cap  in  hand  pursuing  trade;  now  the  buyers 
are  cap  in  hand  to  us." 

In  America  many  large  well-known  plants 
have  for  some  years  been  working  on  the  basis 
of  the  five  day  week.  The  American  Printer 
expresses  the  opinion  that  it  will  probably 
not  be  long  before  employers'  organisations 
in  the  printing  industry  will  be  discussing 
with  the  labour  unions  the  advisability  of  in- 
troducing the  five-day  week  nationally. 
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Further    Points    Important   to    the   Craft, 


In  his  lecture  on  "  Printers  and  the  Law." 
Mr.  C.  G.  Conolly.  M.A.,  LL.B..  began,  as  re- 
ported in  our  last  issue,  by  sketching  the  past 
history  of  the  law  as  specially  applicable  to 
the  printer's  craft,  and  then  proceeded  to  deal 
with  the  most  important  points  of  the  law  as 
it  now  stands,  speakmg  at  some  length  on  the 
subject  of  libel.  He  touched  next  on  the 
different  forms  of  defence  in  libel  cases. 
Defence  in  Case  of  Libel. 
In  regard  to  the  defence  that  the  publica- 
tion of  the  libel  was  a  pyivileged  communica- 
tion :—(a)  The  publication  in  full  of  Parlia- 
mentary papers  is  absolutely  protected  and 
the  publication  of  extracts  from  them  is  pro- 
tected if  it  be  bona  nde  and  without  malice  ; 
(b)  reports  of  Parliamentary  debates  or  of 
public  proceedings  in  courts  of  justice  are  pro- 
tected if  they  be  fair  and  substantially  accur- 
ate; similarly  for  newspapers  (the  definition 
of  which  excludes  monthly  trade  papers  and 
magazines)  reports  of  public  meetings  are  pro- 
tected by  the  Law  of  Libel  Amendment  Act  of 
18SS,  if  fair  and  accurate  and  if  the  publica- 
tion be  for  the  public  benefit ;  (c)  then  there 
are  privileged  communications  in  the  exercise 
of  a  private  duty  (such  as  the  common  case  of 
giving  a  character  or  an  answer  to  confiden- 
tial inquiries)  or  in  pursuance  of  some  special 
duty  to  give  information.  These  are  all 
privileged— that  is  to  say,  they  will  be  pro- 
tected even  though  the  statement  be  inaccur- 
ate, provided  that  it  be  made  in  honest 
belief  in  its  truth  and  without  malice.  There 
is  also  the  defence  which  is  distinct  from, 
though  often  confused  with,  the  defence  of 
privilege,  namely,  the  defence  that  the  matter 
complained  of  is  fair  comment  upon  a  matter 
open  to  public  discussion.  This  is,  of  course, 
the  shield  extended  by  the  law  to  all  political 
and  literary  and  artistic  criticism.  It  is  worth 
noting  that  as  is,  indeed,  upon  reflection, 
obvious,  the  honesty  of  belief  of  the  person 
publishing  the  libel  is  no  defence  if  the  criti- 
cism pass  the  limits  of  fair  comment.  A  spe- 
cial defence  is  given  by  the  statute  in  the  case 
of  newspapers— i.e.,  that  the  statement  com- 
plained of  was  published  without  malice  or 
gross  negligence  and  that  at  the  earliest  op- 
portunity an  apology  for  it  has  been  inserted 
or  offered  to  be  inserted. 

Akin  to  the  subject  of  libel  are  the  criminal 
offences  of  publishing  blasphemy,  sedition  or 
obscenity.  Prosecutions  for  blasphemous  pub- 
lications are  out  of  date ;  prosecutions  for 
seditious  publications  are  rare  in  England 
and  Scotland,  the  policy  being  not  to  attract 
attention  or  to  make  martyrs  ;  but  the  matter 
of  obscene  publications  may  sometimes  cause 
difficulty  because  that  which  is  obscene  in  one 
set  of  circumstances  may  not  be  so  in  another 
—e.g.,  in  a  medical  or  surgical  publication.  It 
is  to  be  noted  that  the  publication  of  a  full 


judicial  report  does  not  justify  the  publication 
of  obscene  matter  which  it  may,  out  of  the 
nature  of  the  case,  contain. 

Nuisance  of  flachinery. 

.\nother  way  in  which,  from  the  nature  of 
his  occupation,  a  printer  is  likely  to  trespass 
against  his  neighbour  so  as  to  be  guilty  of  an 
actionable  wrong  is  by  the  nuisance  of  noise 
and  vibration  caused  by  his  machinery.  The 
remedy  usually  given  is  not  merely  the 
ordinary  money  compensation,  which  is  sup- 
posed to  represent  the  damage  sustained,  but 
an  injunction  to  restrain  a  continuance  of  the 
nuisance,  failure  to  comply  with  such  an  in- 
junction being  punished  by  imprisonment  for 
contempt  of  court.  It  is  only  a  serious  degree 
of  disturbance  by  noise  or  vibration  which 
will  be  treated  as  a  nuisance.  It  is  no  defence 
that  the  party  seeking  damages  and  injunc- 
tion in  respect  of  the  nuisance  may  have 
come  to  the  nuisance— that  is  to  say,  the  fact 
that  you  may  for  years  have  carried  on  a 
printing  business  with  its  inevitable  noise  and 
vibration  next  to  my  plot  of  land  will  be  no 
defence  if  I  choose  to  build  upon  it  and  go  to 
the  Court  for  the  protection  of  the  quietude 
of  my  solicitor's  office  against  your  clamour. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  I  take  no  step  to  protect 
my  building  against  your  nuisance  for  many 
years,  1  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquiesced  in 
your  conduct  of  your  business  and  shall  have 
lost  my  remedy. 

The  Law  of  Contracts. 

Proceeding  to  speak  of  the  contracts  which 
the  printer  has  to  make  m  the  course  of  his 
work,  the  lecturer  mentioned  that  the  Statute 
of  Frauds  of  Charles  ITs  reign  requires 
writing  in  the  case  of  contracts /or  ^/le  saZe  0/ 
goods  of  the  price  of  £10  and  upivards ;  here  we 
see  one  practical  effect  of  the  distinction  be- 
tween the  case  where  the  printer  provides  all 
the  material  and  where  the  contract,  there- 
fore, is  for  the  sale  of  goods  and  the  case 
where  the  materials  (such  as  paper)  are  partly 
supplied  by  the  customers  and  where  the  con- 
tract is,  therefore,  for  work  and  materials  and 
not  for  the  sale  of  goods  and  not,  therefore, 
required  to  be  in  writing  even  though  the 
price  be  more  than  £"10.  The  Statute  of 
Frauds  also  requires  contracts  to  be  in  writing 
which  are  not  to  be  performed  for  more  than  a 
year— e.g.,  a  contract  to  print  a  periodical  for 
more  than  a  year. 

Then,  as  to  the  substance  of  the  contract, 
perhaps  the  most  important  point  is  that,  ac- 
cording to  a  judicially  ascertained  custom  of 
the  trade,  a  printer  cannot  receive  payment 
until  he  has  completed  the  whole  of  the  job 
which  he  has  contracted  to  do,  which  may  be 
the  printing  of  a  whole  edition— that  is  to 
say.  for  example,  if  he  has  printed  and  de- 
livered part  of  the  job  and  a  fire  should 
destroy  his  premises  before  the  whole  number 
of  copies  were  completed,  he  will  not  be  able 
to  receive  payment  for  any  part  of  the  job. 
Of  course,  that  custom,  like  any  other  cus- 
tom, may  be  set  aside  by  the  express  pro- 
vision of  the  contract.  There  is  also  a 
special  custom  that  where  a  printer  has  the 
job  of  printing  a  newspaper  or  magazine  he 
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is  entitled  to  a  month's  notice  of  intention  to 
put  an  end  to  the  contract,  in  the  absence  of 
any  express  provision  for  the  determination 
of  the  contract. 

Dealing  with  the  case  where  the  prmter 
uses  for  a  job  materials  supplied  by  the  cus- 
tomer, in  which  the  contract  is  for  work  and 
materials,  the  lecturer  pointed  out  that  the 
printer  is  what  is  called  a  "  bailee  "  of  the 
things  the  possession  of  which  is  entrusted  to 
him  but  which  remain  the  property  of  his 
customer.  His  duty  is  to  take  what  is  defined 
as  ordinary  care  of  these  things  :  he  will  not 
be  responsible  for  their  loss  by  theft  or  by  fire, 
provided  he  can  show  that  he  took  ordinary 
care  in  regard  to  them.  As  bailee,  and  en- 
titled to  possession,  the  printer  has  a  right  of 
action  against  any  third  party  — e.^.,  to  re- 
cover possession  from  a  sub-contractor.  Since 
these  articles  are  entrusted  to  the  printer  for 
the  purpose  of  his  trade,  they  are  protected 
from  distraint  levied  by  the  printer's  landlord 
upon  goods  found  in  the  printer's  premises. 

Warehousing. 

It  often  happens  that  some  of  the  copies  of 
a  book  or  other  publication  remain  on  the 
printer's  premises  after  the  completion  of  the 
job,  and  after  payment  for  it.  The  copies  are 
then,  of  course,  the  property  of  the  customer, 
and  the  prmter  becomes  a  bailee  in  respect  of 
them,  and  in  effect  his  position  becomes  that 
of  a  warehouseman.  If  the  customer  does  not 
remove  the  goods  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  completion  of  the  contract,  the  printer 
has  a  right  to  claim  warehousing  charges. 
His  duty  is  to  exercise  reasonable  care  to  pro- 
tect the  goods  from  theft  and  damage,  and  he 
will  not  be  liable  for  loss  if  he  can  prove 
reasonable  care. 

Insurance. 

It  follows  from  the  principles  indicated 
above  that  there  is  no  duty  cast  upon  the 
printer  of  insuring  the  materials  upon  which 
he  is  working  {e.g.,  paper  supplied  by  the  cus- 
tomer) against  fire  and  theft,  etc.,  and  it  was 
held  in  1810  that  there  is  no  general  custom  of 
the  trade  compelling  him  so  to  insure.  On 
the  other  hand,  as  the  printer's  right  to  pay- 
ment is  dependent  upon  completion  of  his  job, 
he  has  what  is  called  an  insurable  interest  in 
the  paper,  stereo  plates,  etc..  even  though  they 
be  not  in  his  possession,  because  destruction 
would  prevent  him  from  earning  his  contract 
price ;  and  that  insurable  interest  is  to  the 
extent  of  the  value  of  the  work  and  the  mate- 
rials expended  on  it,  and  also  extends  to  the 
printer's  expected  profits,  which,  however, 
must  be  expressly  insured.  Similarly,  the 
printer  who  has  become  in  the  position  of  a 
warehouseman  of  his  customer's  goods,  having 
only  the  duty  of  exercising  reasonable  care 
to  protect  them  from  thett  and  damage,  is 
under  no  duty  to  insure.  He  is,  however,  re- 
cognised to  have  an  insurable  interest,  and 
may  insure  the  full  value  of  goods  in  his 
charge,  but  he  is  regarded  as  a  trustee  of  his 
customer  for  the  amount  of  the  moneys  re- 
ceived, less  what  is  due  by  the  customer  to 
him. 


DISCUSSION, 

A  question  having  been  asked  as  to  whose 
imprint  should  go  on  a  job  which  one  printer 
prints  for  another,  the  lecturer  answered  that 
it  should  be  the  imprint  of  the  actual  printer. 

Mr.  Collis,  in  the  course  of  an  interesting 
speech,  touched  on  several  points  of  import- 
ance. With  regard  to  the  question  of  imprint, 
previously  raised,  he  remarked  that  in  London 
the  almost  universal  practice  is  the  reverse  of 
what  the  lecturer  had  said  ;  the  imprint  used 
is  that  of  the  printer  who  is  in  touch  with  the 
customer,  and  not  that  of  the  actual  printer. 

The  lecturer  here  interjected  that  he  had 
spoken  entirely  without  authority,  as  he  had 
no  case  in  mind  ;  looking  at  the  plain  word- 
ing of  the  Act,  he  should  have  had  very  little 
doubt  that  the  actual  printer  was  meant. 

Mr.  Collis,  continuing,  emphasised  the  diffi- 
culty of  the  question  of  libel.  He  said  the 
reader,  like  the  compositor,  has  the  feeling 
that  he  is  indemnified  by  a  sort  of  understood 
assurance  from  his  employer  ;  he  has  also  an 
assurance  from  his  trade  union  that  he  shall 
not  be  victimised  in  the  matter.  He  remarked 
that  a  libel  was  very  often  contained  in  a 
form  of  words  which  to  the  ordinary  person 
looked  quite  innocent,  and  he  cited  recent 
cases  as  examples  of  how  a  libel  could  be 
perpetrated  without  the  slightest  intention  on 
the  part  of  the  perpetrator.  He  concluded 
by  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer. 

Mr.  Geddes  briefly  seconded. 

The  Chairman,  in  supporting  the  vote  of 
thanks,  remarked  that  in  his  association  with 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  he 
found  that  the  society  still  had  to  purchase  its 
printed  sheets  for  the  authorised  Bible  from 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  and  from  the  King's 
printers.  He  said  that  though  the  law  con- 
cerned was  at  first  reasonable,  being  designed 
to  ensure  accuracy,  yet  it  was  difficult  to 
understand  how  such  things  should  continue 
into  the  twentieth  century. 

The  St.  Bride  Lectures. 

Thanks  having  been  very  heartily  accorded 
to  the  lecturer,  the  chairman  mentioned  that 
this  was  the  last  of  the  session's  lectures  at 
St.  Bride's,  and  he  thought  the  audience  ought 
not  to  separate  without  expressing  their  in- 
debtedness to  the  Principal,  Mr.  J.  R.  Riddell, 
for  providing  these  opportunities  of  hearing 
experts  speak  on  various  subjects.  He  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  such  series  of  lectures 
would  be  repeated  year  by  year,  and  with 
equal  success.     (Applause.)

It  appeared 
that  the  company  was  formed  in  March,  1914, 
with  a  nominal  capital  of  £"2,500,  in  £1  shares, 
of  which  2,252  were  issued,  to  take  over  the 
businesses  of  Joseph  B.  Clay,  Ltd.,  J.  B.  Clay, 
E.  H.  J.  Clay,  W  H.  J.  Allan,  and  G.  F.  Hird, 
and  to  carry  on  business  as  printers,  pub- 
lishers and  lithographers.  The  delay  in  hold- 
ing the  meetings  was  occasioned  by  Mr. 
Allan  (secretary  and  director)  having  omitted 
to  file  the  statement  of  the  company's  affairs, 
although  repeatedly  called  upon  to  do  so. 
He  went  abroad  during  the  course  of  the  war, 
and  as  his  present  whereabouts  are  unknown, 
the  official  receiver  decided  to  hold  the  meet- 
ings without  the  accounts  being  lodged. 
There  are  no  assets,  the  sale  of  the  com- 
pany's effects  by  the  receiver  for  the  debenture 
holders  having  realised  insufficient  to  pay  the 
debt  of  the  petitioning  creditor.  Some  parti- 
culars of  the  company's  history  will  be  issued 
to  the  creditors  and  shareholders  in  due 
course.  In  the  absence  of  any  resolution,  the 
liquidation  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  official 
receiver.

nunlcipal    Printing. 

The  proposal  of  the  Kent  Education  Com- 
mittee to  set  up  a  printing  establishment  is  a 
suggestion  which  should  receive  the  serious 
attention  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  craft 
and  its  welfare.  It  is  another  threat  against 
the  private  printer,  who  has  enough  to  do 
already  to  keep  his  end  up  and  quite  sufficient 
to  worry  over  without  an  attack  from  the 
authority  towards  whose  upkeep  he  pays. 
Who  is  going  to  meet  the  rate  demands  and 
provide  the  salaries  of  officials  if  trade  is  taken 
out  of  the  hands  of  private  employers  ?  Muni- 
cipal trading  does  not  usually  make  for 
economy,  and  in  thinking  of  establishing  "a 
complete  modern  printing  and  bookbinding 
department '"  the  Kent  Education  Committee 
are  asking  for  trouble.  It  might  be  the  means 
of  providing  "comfy  "  jobs  for  certain  people, 
but  from  the  point  of  view  of  economy,  it 
spells  disaster.  The  business  of  printing  is 
difficult  enough  to  carry  on  at  the  present 
time  without  the  additional  uncertainty 
created  by  fancy  schemes  of  municipal  trad- 


ing. The  facts  concerning  the  Kent  experi- 
ments with  regard  to  stationery,  set  out  in 
another  column,  ought  to  be  a  warning 
against  the  adoption  of  the  printing  proposals. 
Since  the  Committee  has  to  obtain  sanction 
before  they  can  enter  upon  the  financial  com- 
mitments, the  necessary  propaganda  against 
the  scheme  should  be  undertaken  at  once. 
»  »  ~ 
The  Amount  of  Overtime. 

What  is  said  to  be  a  spontaneous  movement 
on  the  part  of  working  compositors  has  re- 
sulted in  a  ballot  being  taken  on  the  question 
of  reduction  of  overtime,  and  the  voting 
shows,  we  hear,  a  very  pronounced  preponder- 
ance in  favour  of  reduction.  Those,  however, 
who  are  really  willing  to  give  the  prosperity 
of  the  industry  precedence  over  their  own  per- 
sonal requirements  will  bear  in  mind  the  fact, 
well  brought  out  in  Mr.  Edgar  Waterlow's 
recent  speech  to  master  printers,  that  so  great 
is  the  demand  for  print  at  the  present  time 
that  in  some  branches  of  the  industry  skilled 
labour  is  quite  extinct,  and  semi-skilled 
nearly  as  bad.  With  unemployment  almost 
non-existent  and  with  big  arrears  of  work  to 
be  overtaken,  surely  the  time  is  far  from  ripe 
for  proposals  involving  any  immediate  reduc- 
tion of  working  hours.

How  riany  Apprentices  ? 

In  the  recently- issued  annual  report  of  the 
London  Society  of  Compositors,  Chapel 
officers  are  asked  to  take  special  note  of  the 
number  of  apprentices  put  to  case.  "  The 
connection  between  growth  in  the  number  of 
apprentices  and  the  unemployment  problem 
is  a  very  close  one,"  says  the  report,  "  and  the 
position  in  this  regard  calls  for  watchfulness. 
While  during  the  progress  of  the  war  very  few 
boys  were  introduced  to  the  trade,  there  is 
now  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  some  employers 
to  make  up  for  lost  time  by  bringing  in  all 
the  lads  they  can  find.  ...  It  is  an  old 
question,  but  the  results  of  overcrowding  a 
trade  are  always  the  same— a  lower  standard 
of  efficiency,  unemployment,  and  consequent 
depression  of  working  conditions  all  round." 
It  will  be  noted  that  it  is  only  on  the  part  of 
"  some  employers  "  that  the  L.b.C.  sees  cause 
for  apprehension,  and  we  believe  that  the 
houses  indulging  in  hasty  multiplication  of 
apprentices  can  be  numbered  on  less  than  five 
fingers.  Nor  would  thjre  seem  t©  be  occasion 
for  anxiety  in  the  matter,  as  the  agreement  is, 
of  course,  still  in  force  whereby  it  is  arranged 
that  the  number  of  apprentices  put  to  case 
shall  not  exceed  the  proportion  of  one  ap- 
prentice to  every  three  journeymen  perman- 
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ently  employed.  This  proportion  is  not  gene* 
rally  regarded  as  unduly  high,  and  we  do  not 
think  the  L.S.C.  would  claim  that  it  is,  al- 
though the  opinion  has  been  expressed  that 
in  the  case  of  large  employers— with,  say,  200 
compositors  on  the  pay-roll— there  is  a  danger 
that  if  the  maximum  proportion  of  appren- 
tices be  taken  on,  many  of  the  lads  will  find 
themselves  set  to  specialised  routine  work  of 
very  limited  scope,  in  the  doing  of  which  they 
will  not  gain  that  varied  experience  which  is 
necessary  for  the  training  of  adaptable  and 
resourceful  journeymen  such  as  are  necessary 
to  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard  of 
efficiency  in  the  craft.

Blndinss  at  the  British  Fair. 

The  recent  British  Industries  Fair  at  the 
Crystal  Palace  contained  a  good  number  of 
examples  of  bookbinding  shown  by  home 
firms  and  of  excellent  workmanship.  Stall 
after  stall  in  the  stationery  and  allied  trades 
section  displayed  samples  of  commercial  bind- 
ing in  the  form  of  ledgers  and  other  business 
books  that  were  a  delight  to  look  upon  for 
the  excellence  of  their  production  and  finish. 
In  the  matter  of  fine  bindings  there  was  not 
such  a  great  display,  but  the  little  that  was 
shown  was  of  a  high  quality  and  some  of  it 
unique  in  design  and  finish.  At  the  Oxford 
University  Press  stall  was  a  remarkably  fine 
show  of  high-class  bindings,  majiy  of  the 
covers  being  of  polished  ivory  with  gold  or 
siiver  mounts  while  others  had  covers  of 
silver  with  highly  embossed  and  appropriate 
designs  on  them.  Morocco,  suede  and  other 
leathers  were  also  used  with  good  effect.  At 
the  stall  of  the  Cambridge  University  Press 
there  was  also  a  good  display  of  bindings. 
Messrs.  Birdsall  and  Sons,  of  Northampton, 
had  a  wonderful  display  of  leather  goods 
among  which  were  several  examples  of  bind- 
ing of  a  noticeable  character  executed  in  fine 
leathers,  and  Messrs.  James  Burn  and  Co., 
Ltd.,  of  Hatton- garden  and  Esher,  had  a  good 
selection  of  publishers'  and  commercial  bmd- 
ings,  with  several  examples  of  higher  class 
work.  Some  most  interesting  exhibits  of  fine 
bindings  were  shown  by  Messrs.  E.  W.  Savory, 
Ltd.,  of  Bristol,  and  very  artistic  and  attrac- 
tive in  appearance  were  the  bindings  of  the 
portfolios  and  autograph  books  at  this  stall. 
A  series  of  these  were  tastefully  bound  in  silk 
with  Chinese  designs,  the  material  used  being 
pieces  of  the  actual  silken  robes  of  Chinese 
mandarins.  Some  of  the  bindings  were  in  the 
imperial  red  silk  of  China  beautifully  em- 
broidered with  delicate  floral  designs  relieved 
with  gold  thread.  A  special  line  in  leather 
bindings  was  in  embossed  leather,  the  designs 


being  taken  from  old  oak  panels,  some  bear- 
ing the  date  of  1615,  and  the  replicas  were 
practically  duplicates  of  the  old  woodwork 
in  both  colour  and  appearance.  Other  bind- 
ings shown  had  hand-coloured  illustrations, 
the  key  of  which  was  printed  on  canvas  from 
engraved  plates,  and  altogether  the  exhibit 
of  Messrs.  Savory  was  a  very  fine  one  so  far  as 
bookbinding  was  concerned,  and  their  other 
productions  in  leather  goods,  colour  printing, 
calendars,  etc.,  were  of  a  high  character.

The  gSth  election  of  printers'  pensioners 
was  held  at  the  Connaught  Rooms,  Great 
Queen-street,  W.C.2,  on  Saturday.  The 
gathering  was  one  of  the  largest  ever  held, 
many  hundreds  of  subscribers  taking  part, 
and  the  polling  being  heavy.  Mr.  J.  Thomp- 
son was  in  the  chair. 

For  the  75  pensions  offered  there  were  88 
candidates.  The  13  unsuccessful  competitors 
will  receive  gifts  of  £s  each.  The  official 
figures  will  be  announced  at  the  annual 
general  meeting  to  be  held  next  Saturday 
afternoon  at  the  St.  Bride  Institute,  under  the 
presidency  of  Sir  Vezey  Strong.  Twenty- 
three  thousand  pounds  a  year  is  now  distri- 
buted in  pensions  and  other  benefits  by  the 
corporation. 


Commenting  on  the  fusion  of  Waterlow 
and  Sons  and  Waterlow  Brothers  and  Layton, 
the  Financial  Neivs  says,  this  brings  about  a 
reunion  of  old  family  businesses  that  it  is 
surprising  should  ever  have  grown  up  separ- 
ately. We  occasionally,  however,  see  this 
branching  out  of  households  following  the 
same  trade  into  a  number  of  individual  con- 
cerns. There  are,  for  instance,  besides  the 
Waterlow  example,  the  printing  establish- 
ments of  Eyre  and  Spottiswoode  and  Spottis- 
woode,  Ballantyne  and  Co.,  and  the  paper 
firms  of  Spicer  Brothers  and  James  Spicer  and 
Sons.  The  Waterlows  stand  in  the  front  rank 
of  lithographers  and  stationers,  and  the  in- 
terests of  the  two  houses  are  almost  identical 
in  every  branch.  The  common  head  of  the 
family  in  the  eighteenth  century  was  James 
Waterlow,  and  Sir  Philip  Hickson  Waterlow, 
chairman  of  Waterlow  and  Sons,  is  his  grand- 
son, while  Sir  William  Alfred  Waterlow, 
managing  director  of  the  merged  Waterlow 
Brothers  and  Layton,  is  his  great  grandson. 
Mr.  Edgar  Lutwyche  Waterlow,  managing 
director  of  Waterlow  and  Sons,  is  a  son  of 
Sir  Philip.  Tne  latter  concern,  now  that  it 
has  absorbed  its  kin,  will  have  a  capital  of 
;<:i,77o;ooo.

"The  present-day  employer  has  perforce 
learned  more  in  the  last  five  years,"  says  a 
writer  in  Ways  a7id  .A/eans,  "  than  he  learned 
in  the  whole  of  his  previous  experience,  or 
than  his  fathers  deemed  to  be  within  the 
realms  of  knowledge.  His  social  position 
has  undergone  complete  and  total  change. 
If  he  ever  was.  he  is  no  longer  an  autocrat. 
He  is  now  in  the  position  of  equality  of  social 
power  alongside  the  men  whom  he  employs. 
But,  if  he  takes  the  right  point  of  view,  he 
can  conceive  that  he  is  elevated  from  the  posi- 
tion of  a  small  autocrat  into  that  of  a  real 
leader  of  men." 


Newspaper  managers  throughout  the 
country  are  much  concerned  at  the  serious 
shortage  of  paper  supplies.  The  London  cor- 
respondent of  The  Liverpool  Post  says  :  '•  I 
hear  to-day  that  ^^78  per  ton  was  asked  by 
London  merchants  for  Scandinavian  news- 
print, which,  before  the  war,  could  be  pur- 
chased for  about  ;rio.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  highest  peak  points  have  not  yet  been 
reached,  and  that  prices  will  steadily  advance 
until  later  in  the  spring,  when  the  ice  breaks 
and  pulp  comes  down  the  Scandinavian 
rivers  more  freely.  Many  reasons  are  given 
for  the  prevailing  scarcity.  One  is  that  Cana- 
dian and  American  consumption  is  so  great 
that  instead  of  exporting  their  surplus  these 
countries  are  actually  importing  raw  material 
from  Scandinavia;  then  there  are  also  the 
coal  and  labour  troubles.  The  home  producers 
are  being  pressed  to  increase  output,  but, 
despite  working  three  shifts  per  twenty-four 
hours,  the  output,  I  am  told,  is  very  little  more 
than  when  working  two  shifts  in  pre  war 
days.  The  demand  is  far  above  the  supply, 
and  a  probable  contingency  of  the  near  future 
is  smaller,  and  probably  dearer,  newspapers.' 


The  Printing  Trades   Alliance. 

Sir,— In  your  issue  of  March  4th,  under  the 
heading  ot  "  Trade  Union  Printing  Houses," 
it  is  stated  that  Councillor  Bishop,  of  the 
Lambeth  Borough  Council,  in  the  course  of 
his  remarks  asserted  that  the  Printing  Trades 
Alliance  was  not  a  trade  union  registered  as 
a  trade  union  under  the  Trade  Union  Acts. 

We  wish  to  deny  this  through  your  paper 
and  to  state  that  we  are  registered  as  a  trade 
union  under  the  Trade  Union  Acts  1871  1913, 
and  our  Registered  No.  is  1667T.  We  are 
also  pledged  to  carry  out  the  true  principles 
of  trade  unionism  and  opposed  to  any  form  of 
coercion. 

Statements  such  as  these  made  by  persons 
holding  official  positions  and  whoareopposed 
to  the  non-militant  trade  union  movement  are 
likely  to  have  a  bad  effect  on  the  cause  and 
are  made  with  the  intention  of  misleading 
the  workers,  and  at  the  same  time  preventing 
employers,  who  are  pledged  to  the  Fair  Wages 
Clause  as  passed  by  the  House  of  Commons, 
from  obtaining  work  because  their  names  do 
not  appear  on  the  so-called  "  Fair  List  "  pub- 
lished by  certain  militant  trade  unions. 

We  would,  therefore,  be  pleased  if  you  will 
publish  this  letter  in  your  next  issue.

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Binders'  Dockets. 

By  the  time  these  notes  appear  in  print,  it 
is  quite  likely  that  the  vexed  question  of 
binders'  dockets  will  have  been  finally  settled, 
or  at  least  will  be  in  the  final  stages  of  settle- 
ment. The  Executives  are  in  conference  over 
the  particular  form  of  docket  to  be  employed  ; 
and  with  a  reasonable  appreciation  of  the 
needs  and  difficulties  on  either  side,  there 
should  be  no  obstacle  in  the  way  of  produc- 
ing a  usable  and  workable  form'.  No  good 
purpose  is  served  by  requiring  a  worker  to 
transform  himself  into  a  time-recording  clerk  ; 
the  less  a  worker  handles  a  pencil,  the  better 
for  the  department.  Whatever  form  of  docket 
is  ultimately  decided  upon,  it  will  be  at  its 
best  in  a  very  simple  form.  There  is  a  vast 
amount  of  work  done  in  a  commercial  bind- 
ing department  which  cannot  be  analysed 
to  give  minute  detail  on  individual  jobs,  at 
least,  not  by  the  binder  himself.  As  an 
example,  if  a  man  receives  a  batch  of  a  dozen 
books  of  varying  sizes  and  styles  of  binding, 
to  be  brought  forward  as  one  lot,  he  cannot 
figure  out  to  dead  accuracy  the  time  con- 
sumed by  each  book,  not  to  mention  an  analy- 
sis of  the  individual  lines,  as,  e.g.,  so  much, 
cutting,  chopping,  rounding,  covering,  etc., 
etc.  Far  better  accept  the  total  time  as  one 
sum,  to  be  analysed  later  by  a  responsible 
overseer  or  costing  clerk.  The  essential  thing 
in  the  department  is  output  and  the  less  there 
is  expected  from  the  workers  in  the  way  of 
time  analysis,  the  more  will  be  returned  by 
way  of  production. 

Still  Higher  Prices. 

Since  the  last  notes  on  binding  materials 
appeared,  a  few  more  advances  have  been  re- 
corded. Threads  have  gone  up  again,  glue 
has  continued  its  upward  flight,  buckram  has 
followed  in  the  same  direction,  and  straw- 
boards  have  found  a  high  level  at  £24  per  ton, 
plus  the  usual  extras  for  i|  lbs.  and  up.  Union 
buckram  is  obtainable  at  just  under  4s.  per 
yard,  and  cotton  buckram  at  3s.  6d.  The  real 
linen  buckram  is  scarce  at  5s.  per  yard,  a  price 
which  will  considerably  retard  its  use  in  the 
bindery.  American  cloths  have  advanced 
twice  in  recent  weeks,  while  bookcloths  have 
so  far  been  satisfied  with  the  one  jump.  Con- 
sidering the  rapid  rise  in  textiles,  another 
advance  in  bookcloth  is  not  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. Calicoes  reflect  the  state  of  the  textile 
market  very  clearly,  the  grade  which  before 
the  war  cost  2:^d.  per  yard  now  selling  at  is.  id. 
per  yard. 


Marble  Papers. 

Marble  papers  are  becoming  simply  impos- 
sible, and  conditions  and  prices  are  now  nearly 
as  bad  as  they  were  during  the  war.  The 
Belgian  makers  are  quite  helpless  against  the 
demand,  and  they  are  booked  up  for  months 
and  months  ahead  at  prices  not  named.  It 
really  makes  little  difference  whether  a  price 
is  named  or  not,  for  no  sooner  is  an  order 
accepted  at  one  figure  than  the  buyer  is  ad- 
vised that  the  quotation  is  void  and  another 
price  named.  Delivery  is  not  taken  into 
account,  makers  contenting  themselves  with 
the  phrase  "  when  possible."  This  unsatis- 
factory way  of  doing  business  is  likely  to  last 
as  long  as  the  demand  so  considerably  exceeds 
the  supply.  No  relief  can  be  expected  this 
year.  Meantime  the  English  imitation  marble 
papers  do  not  appear  on  the  open  market,  and 
inquiries  at  the  source  are  futile.  Some  foreign 
imitations  of  very  poor  quality  are  on  offer, 
but  the  price  asked  is  out  of  all  reason  and  is 
evidently  based  according  to  the  need  of  the 
user. 

Demand  for  Book-Sewing  riachines. 

There  is  a  tremendous  demand  for  book- 
sewing  machines,  and  it  is  unfortunate  that 
we  have  no  English  factory  turning  out  a 
type  suitable  for  the  market.  Martini's, 
Brehmer's  and  Smyth's  are  in  great  favour, 
and  all  are  good  reliable  machines.  At  the 
moment  the  rate  of  exchange  is  against  buy- 
ing American  machines,  despite  which  big 
orders  are  being  placed.  Delivery  of  orders 
placed  now  is  likely  to  be  long  dated,  as  orders 
in  hand  will  take  months  and  months  to  com- 
plete. So  far  the  German  houses  have  not 
commenced  business  over  here,  but,  judging 
from  the  demand,  there  are  plenty  of  orders 
awaiting  them. 

The  Decay  of  Bindings. 

In  a  recent  lecture  at  Hampstead  the  Hon. 
J.  W.  Fortescue,  war  historian  and  librarian 
at  Windsor  Castle,  mentioned  that  one  of  the 
great  trials  of  his  life  is  the  decay  of  bindings. 
As  soon  as  one  lot  of  books  has  been  freshly 
bound  another  fails,  and,  although  the  King 
is  most  liberal  in  making  grants  to  meet  the 
need,  there  is  always  more  to  be  done,  and 
always  will  be.  The  great  fault  of  the  book- 
binders of  the  past,  Mr.  Fortescue  says,  was 
that  they  did  not  allow  enough  "  square,"  and 
this  causes  the  volume  to  drop.  But  the 
librarian's  greatest  difficulties  arise  not  from 
this,  but  from  dampness,  dust  and  the  perish- 
ing   of    the    leather.     "  Never,"    advises    Mr. 
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Fortescue,  "have  a  book  bound  in  calf— that 
nice,  smooth  leather  which  is  a  snare  and  a 
delusion.  Real  calf  leather  has  not  been 
made  for  the  last  hundred  3-ears,  and  you  had 
much  better  have  art  canvas,  or,  if  you  want 
a  better  binding,  morocco  or  pigskin." 
A  Run  on  Bindings. 
During  the  winter  season  there  has  been 
quite  a  run  on  beautiful  and  expensive  bind- 
ings, and  one  of  the  leading  London  book- 
sellers tells  of  Fit2gerald's  "Salaman  and 
Absal,'  bound  in  real  inlaid  morocco,  beauti- 
fully hand-tooled,  finding  a  number  of  pur- 
chasers at  £'56.  Another  expensive  book,  Le 
Roux's  ••  Queen  of  Sheba,"  took  46  weeks  to 
bmd  and  cost  the  purchaser  £240,  not  a  bad 
price  as  books  go.  A  copy  of  "  The  Ancient 
Mariner"  showed  a  remarkable  fine  binding 
in  blue  levant  with  a  panel  on  the  cover  show- 
ing a  ship  amongst  icebergs,  and  other  books 
equal!}'  well  bound  have  brought  good  prices. 
At  Sotheby's  £"136  was  obtained  for  a  copv  of 
the  Kelmscott  Press  "  Chaucer  '"  in  its  original 
binding,  and  the  Bible,  issued  in  five  volumes 
by  the  Doves  Press,  sold  for  £12,  the  original 
price  of  the  set  being  £\i  15s.  in  1905.  Fine 
bindings  are  still  appreciated  and  bring  good 
prices  when  the  right  purchasers  are  found. 

Tlie  Keimscott  '•  Chaucer." 

A  remarkably  fine  example  of  binding  was 
shown  recently  by  Messrs.  Charles  J.  Sawyer, 
Ltd.,  23,  New  Oxford-street.  It  was  a  copy  of 
the  Keimscott  "Chaucer"  and  the  binding 
was  of  brown  levant  morocco,  with  green 
levant  morocco  doublures  and  end  leaves,  the 
corner  pieces  being  of  silver  gilt  as  were  also 
the  clasps.  At  each  corner  was  a  large  jade 
green  avanturine,  while  the  clasps  were 
studded  with  lapis-lazuli.  Garnets,  moon- 
stones and  rubies  were  lavishly  used  on  the 
covers  which  were  inlaid  with  coloured 
leathers  and  mother  of  pearl,  decorated  with 
fine  gold  tooling.  Altogether  in  the  decora- 
tion of  this  fine  example  of  the  binder's  art 
there  were  used  700  separate  pieces  of  inlaid 
leather,  seven  pieces  of  mother  of  pearl  109 
garnets, 27  rubies,  15  moonstones,  15  amvthests, 
eight  avanturines,  two  lapis-lazuli  and  one 
sapphire.  The  work  was  executed  by  Messrs. 
Sangorski  and  Sutcliffe,  Messrs.  Ivo  Shaw  and 
George  Sutcliffe  being  responsible  for  the 
design. 

Stationery    Bookbinding. 

Mr.  T.  H.  Buchanan,  19,  Mountjoy-street, 
Londonderry,  Ireland,  is  anxious  to  secure  a 
copy  of  the  "  Text  Book  of  Stationery  Book- 
binding," by  Messrs.  Monk  and  Lawrence.  A 
second-hand  copy  would  suit  his  purpose, and 
he  will  be  glad  to  hear  of  any  person  able  to 
dispose  of  a  copy. 

Training  the   Disabled. 

Commenting  on  the  attitude  of  the  trade 
unions  to  the  training  of  ex-service  men,  a 
writer  in  the  Morning  Post  says :  "  For  the 
printing  and  bookbinding  trade,  with  a  pre- 
war capacity  of  40,000,  training  is  limited  to 
43.  m  face  of  the  fact  that  recently,  when  a 
great  London  publishing  firm  wasapproached 


on  the  subject  of  finding  employment  for  ex 
service  men,  they  replied  :  '  If  you  can  supply 
us  with  500  trained  bookbinders  we  can  find 
work  for  them  all.'  A  condition  laid  down  by 
the  technical  advisorx'  committee  that  only 
disabled  men  icith  a  previous  knowledge  of  the 
trade  can  be  put  in  training  seems  to  be 
directly  opposed  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Labour  Ministrv." 
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A  Trade  Pension  Society. 


The  seventy-seventh  annual  meeting  of  the 
Vellum  Binders  and  Machine  Rulers'  Pension 
Society  was  held  at  the  St.  Bride  Institute, 
Bride-lane,  E.C.,  on  March  3rd,  Sir  William 
A.  Waterlow.  K.B.E.  (Messrs.  Waterlow  Bros, 
and  Layton,  Ltd.),  presiding. 

The  secretary  (Mr.  F.  C.  Peacock),  having 
read  notice  convening  meeting,  said  all 
present  would  be  pleased  to  give  Sir  William 
Waterlow  a  cordial  greeting  on  his  first  (but 
he  hoped  not  last)  association  with  this 
society,  and  he  felt  sure  that  with  this  co- 
operation they  should  have  a  very  successful 
and  pleasant  evening. 

Minutes  of  last  annual  meeting  having 
been  read  and  confirmed,  the  chairman  said  it 
would  be  necessary  to  appoint  three  scruti- 
neers to  take  ballot  for  the  election  of  a 
male  and  female  pensioner  in  accordance 
with  rule.  Messrs.  R.  \V.  Pearse,  junr. ;  J.  F. 
Walker,  and  J.  Bailey  were  duly  elected. 

Letters  of  apology  from  Mr.  Frank  Garrett, 
hon.  treasurer,  and  others  were  read,  express- 
ing regret  at  inability  to  attend  in  consequence 
of  ill-health. 

Progress  of  the  Society. 

It  having  been  agreed  that  the  report  and 
balance-sheet  be  taken  as  read,  the  chairman 
said  it  afforded  him  very  great  satisfaction  to 
be  with  them  that  evening  to  congratulate 
the  members  upon  the  favourable  results  of 
the  last  year's  working,  and,  as  he  was  in- 
formed by  the  secretary,  the  still  greater  re- 
sults anticipated  during  the  present  year. 
New  members  were  joining  in  considerable 
numbers,  almost  doubling  the  membership, 
and  the  first  two  months  had  shown  a  larger 
receipt  of  donations  than  at  any  similar 
period  in  the  Society's  history.  Upv/ards  of 
two  hundred  pounds  had  already  been  re- 
ceived, and  he  trusted  this  favourable  com- 
mencement would  be  maintained.  One  of  the 
most  encouraging  features  of  the  new  mem- 
bership was  the  very  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  lady  members,  and  particularly  so 
to  him,  as  he  was  informed  that,  in  this  par- 
ticular, his  firm  was  well  to  the  fore,  upwards 
of  fifty  of  the  female  employees  in  the  sewing 
and  folding  departments  having  recently 
joined.  He  regretted  that  the  claims  of  the 
Society  had  not  been  brought  under  his  notice 
more  prominently  before,  as  the  good  work  it 
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was  doing  was  worth}'  of  every  support.  The 
provision  this  Society  made  was  a"  provision 
for  a  time  in  life  when  one  was  least  able  to 
fight  its  battles,  a  provision  for  the  future 
which  was  creditable  to  those  who  made  it  and 
an  encouragement  to  those  who  worked  so 
hard  in  the  Society's  interests.  He  should 
have  much  pleasure  that  evening  in  giving  a 
donation  to  its  funds,  and  hoped  to  remain  in 
closer  touch  with  its  work  in  the  future.  He 
moved  that  the  seventy-seventh  annual  re- 
port and  balance-sheet  be  adopted. 

This  was  very  eloquently  seconded  by  Mr. 
J.  J.  Harward  (Stationers'  Mutual  Benefit 
Society),  who  urged  the  need  of  larger  num- 
bers in  the  joint  trades  becoming  members, 
and  thus  making  some  at  least  of  their  old 
comrades  happier  in  their  declining  years,  and 
incidentally  making  a  wise  provision  for  their 
own,  which  he  thought  a  very  desirable  com- 
bination. 

The  balance-sheet  and  report  were  then 
unanimously  adopted. 

Votes  of  Condolence  and  Thanks. 
Mr.  T.  J.  Hunt  (T.  J.  Hunt,  Ltd.),  said  they 
all  heard  with  deep  regret  of  the  death  of 
their  esteemed  colleague  and  good  friend,  Mr. 
Henry  Gibbs,  so  many  years  senior  trustee  of 
this  society.  This  was  the  first  meeting  of  the 
members  since  his  death,  and  he  felt  it  was  a 
duty  on  their  part  to  place  on  record  in  the 
minutes  of  the  society  their  keen  sense  of  the 
loss  sustained,  and  also  their  condolence  and 
sympathy  with  his  relatives  in  their  time  of 
sorrow.  He  therefore  moved  that  this  be  done, 
and  that  the  secretary  give  effect  to  it.  This 
was  carried  in  silence. 

Upon  the  proposition  of  Mr.  H.J.  Mills,  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  Mr. 
Frank  Garrett,  hon.  treasurer,  for  his  valued 
services  during  the  past  year. 

"  That  the  best  thanks  of  this  meeting  be 
given  to  the  trustees  and  auditors,"  was 
moved  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Finch,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Johnstone,  and  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

A  very  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
the  committee  for  their  services  during  the 
past  year,  and  Mr.  W.  T.  Higgins,  who  re- 
sponded, said  all  the  committee  required  was 
more  work,  more  members,  more  subscribers, 
and  he  hoped  they  would  all  do  their  best  to 
satisfy  them  ;  the  committee  would,  he  felt 
sure,  do  the  rest. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Hunt,  in  moving  that  Mr.  Harold 
V.  Gibbs  be  elected  a  trustee,  spoke  of  the  long 
association  of  the  firm  of  Gibbs  and  Son 
with  this  society,  and  remarked  how  pleased 
he  was  that  Mr.  Harold  Gibbs  had  readily 
and  kindly  agreed  to  take  over  the  position 
so  long  held  by  his  father  and  grandfather. 
He  trusted  that  this  association  might  long 
continue.  This  having  been  seconded  by  Mr. 
R.  P.  Aves,  was  cordially  carried. 

Mr.  Blades  (Messrs.  VVaterlow  Bros,  and 
Layton,  Ltd.),  was  elected  to  the  committee, 
and  the  three  committeemen,  retiring  in 
accordance  with  rule,  were  unanimously  re- 
elected. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Peacock,  after  some  complimen- 
tary remarks  by  Mr.  J.J.  Harward,  who  pro- 


posed, and    Mr.    Hirst,    who  seconded,    was 
unanimously  re-elected  as  secretary. 

Two  Pensioners  Elected. 

The  scrutineers  having  now  concluded  their 
labours,  the  chairman  announced  that  the 
result  of  the  ballot  for  one  male  and  one 
female  pensioner  was  :— Mr.  C.  R.  Burton,  145 
votes  ;  Mr.  W.  A.  Carter,  97  ;  Miss  S.  A.  John- 
son, 267  ;  Miss  J.  Marr,  19  ;  Mrs.  A.  White,  466. 
He  had,  therefore,  to  announce  that  Mr.  C.  R. 
Burton  and  Mrs.  A.  White  were  duly  elected. 
He  wished  them  both  good  health  to  enjoy 
their  pensions. 

Mrs.  White  thanked  the  meeting  for  electing 
her,  and  Mr.  W.  G.  Finch  did  the  same  on 
behalf  of  Mr.  Burton,  who  was  unable  to 
attend  through  illness. 

This  being  the  end  of  the  business  on  the 
agenda,  it  was  resolved  that  the  meeting  be 
made  special  for  the  consideration  of  a  pro- 
position for  alteration  of  rule  8.  The  propo- 
sition was  carried,  and  the  rule  amended.  Mr. 
T.  J.  Hunt  then  proposed  that  their  best 
thanks  be  given  to  Sir  William  Waterlow  for 
his  kindness  in  taking  the  chair,  for  the  able 
and  genial  manner  in  which  he  had  fulfilled 
his  duties,  and  for  his  generous  donations. 
Mr.  H.  R.  Danford  (Messrs.  Danford,  Ltd.), 
with  some  very  interesting  remarks,  seconded, 
and  the  vote  was  carried  with  acclamation. 

Sir  William,  in  response,  thanked  all  present 
for  their  kind  vote  and  the  manner  in  which 
it  had  been  received.  He  thought  he  hardly 
deserved  such  a  reception,  but  he  was  pleased 
to  be  there,  and  when  the  amalgamation  in 
his  firm,  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Hunt,  came  about 
he  might  be  able  to  still  further  aid  the  secre- 
tary in  his  work.  In  conclusion,  he  would 
appeal  to  all  present  to  give  the  executive 
their  best  assistance  to  make  the  society  pros- 
perous. 

This  brought  one  of  the  best-attended  and 
most  successful  meetings  of  the  society  to  a 
close.

Chile. 

An  Italian  firm  in  Santiago,  already  hold- 
ing a  number  of  British  agencies,  desires  re- 
presentation for  a  variety  of  goods,  including 
printing  paper  and  post  cards.  (Reference

Japan. 

A  Japanese  firm  wishes  to  get  into  touch 
with  United  Kingdom  exporters  of  paper, 
pulp,  etc.    (Reference  No.  279). 
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Mr.  P.  J.  Renninger,  has  patented  a  book- 
binding machine  that  comprises  means  for 
clamping  the  signatures  and  feeding  them  to 
the  devices  for  sauing  pairs  of  inclined  kerfs 
and  means  for  passing  a  binding  card  through 
the  kerfs  and  round  the  intervening  portions 
of  the  signatures.  The  signatures  are 
clamped  on  a  rotating  feed  table,  the  kerfs 
being  formed  by  saws  carried  on  a  recipro- 


cating head,  and  the  table  further  rotated  to 
bring  the  signatures  to  the  binding  me- 
chanism. Fig.  24.  shows  a  form  in  which 
there  are  two  pairs  of  inclined  kerfs  and  a 
straight  central  kerf,  the  binding  card  being 
wrapped  as  shown  in  Fig.  23.  The  signatures 
are  clamped  on  the  table  69,  provided 
with  anti-friction  devices  84,  by  means  of 
clamping  members  83,  which  are  raised  for 
inserting  and  removmg  the  signatures  by  a 
cam  88,  and  are  connected  by  adjustable 
springs  78  to  the  four  arms  of  a  spider  72 
intermittently  rotated  by  a  mutilated  bevel 
70.  The  signatures  are  aligned  by  means  of 
an  adjustable  gauge  295,  Fig.  i,  and  gauges 
108  carried  by  an  adjustable  bracket  104  on  a 


plate  103  seating  on  a  guide  plate  99.  The 
plate  103  is  raised  by  a  pedal  96  through  a 
chain  connection  97,  and  can  be  depressed  by 
a  cam  92,  w^hich  engages  a  lug  93  on  a  lever 
94,  to  which  the  plate  is  connected  by  a  link 
loi.  The  saws  28. ..32  are  fixed  in  the  holders 
23  clamped  in  a  head  20  carried  in  a  cross 
head  17  reciprocated  by  a  crank  14.  The  saws 
are  tapered,  and  for  forming  the  kerfs  40,  43, 
Fig.  24,  the  upper  teeth  of  the  appropriate 
saws  are  offset.  The  lower  ends  of  the  saws 
pass  through  a  stripper  bar  45,  Fig.  g,  the  end 
portions  46  of  which  are  carried  by  spring- 
actuated  uprights  47.  The  uprights  47  are 
provided  with  rack  teeth  55  adapted  to  be 
engaged  by  the  noses  56  of  spring-actuated 
dogs  57,  which  are  pivoted  to  the  guide  boxes 
49;  the  other  ends  of  the  dogs  lie  in  pockets 
61  in  a  cross  bar  52,  and  are  engaged  by  cams 
63  on  the  cross  head  17.  The  stripper  bar  is 
pressed  on  to  the  signatures  by  springs  54  and 
is  held  in  position  by  the  dogs  57.  On  the 
elevation  of  the  cross  head  17,  the  dogs  57 
are  engaged  by  the  cams  63,  thus  releasing  the 
stripper  bar,  which  is  then  raised  by  the  en- 


gagement of  the  cross  head  17  with  the  cross 
bar  52.  The  projecting  edges  of  the  signatures 
are  supported  in  the  sawing  position  by 
means  of  a  cam-operated  member  307.  The 
debris  from  the  saws  is  swept  into  shoots  289 
by  means  of  wipers  288.  The  shaft  10  is 
driven  from  the  pinion  3  by  means  of  an 
intermediate  shaft  no  having  pinions  in,  n2. 
Fig.  5,  gearing  with  pinions  7,  8,  Fig.  7.  A 
clutch  113  on  the  shaft  no  is  carried 
by  a  lever  n6  operated  by  means  of  a  spring- 
actuated  shifter  rod  ng  provided  with  a  set 
collar  126  which  is  engaged  by  a  lug  127  on 
the  gear  wheel  134.  The  collar  126  is  released 
from  the  lug  127  by  partial  rotation  of  the 
shifter  rod  by  the  operator  ;  this  rotation  is 
suitably  limited  and  is  effected  against  spring 
action.  The  shifter  rod  is  returned  and  the 
machine  stopped  by  engagement  of  the  lug 
127  with  the  collar  126  on  the  rotation  of  the 
gear  wheel  134.  The  shifter  rod  is  provided 
with  a  headed  pin  122  which  can  be  held  by 
a  hook  123  for  keeping  the  machine  in  con- 
tinuous operation.  The  binding  means  com- 
prises two  sets  of  spring  controlled  cam-oper- 
ated pickers  ibi-163,  179-181  mounted  on 
shafts  154,  175,  and  a  needle  253,  Fig.  13,  ad- 
justably mounted  on  a  cam-operated  member 
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255.  The  shafts  154,  175  carrying  the  pickers 
are  carried  by  brackets  153,  172  on  a  shaft  148, 
and  are  interconnected  by  a  slotted  link  185 
and  arms  182,  186.  The  shaft  148  is  actuated 
by  means  of  a  cam  139  carried  by  a  shaft  137 
which  is  driven  from  the  shaft  10  by  inter- 
mediate gearing.  The  lower  bracket  is  jour- 
nalled  in  a  shoe  155  mounted  in  guideways 
156,  Fig.  I,  and  the  arm  186  is  actuated  by  a 
slotted  link  188  operated  by  a  shaft  193  con- 
trolled by  a  cam  on  the  shaft  137.  The  needle 
is  carried  by  an  arm  255  provided  with  studs 
261,  267  adjustably  fixed  in  radial  slots  in 
discs  258,  265  carried  on  shafts  239,  214.  On 
the  shafts  239,  214,  pinions  are  splined  and  are 
in  mesh  with  an  intermediate  idler  carried  on 
a  bar  237.  The  pinions  are  rotated  by  a  rack 
212  formed  on  a  rod  210,  which  derives  motion 
from  a  cam  on  the  shaft  137.  By  these  means, 
the  needle  is  moved  vertically  across  the 
thickness  of  the  book,  the  throw  being  varied 
by  adjusting  the  positions  of  the  studs  261, 
267  in  the  slots  in  the  discs  258,  265.  The 
needle  is  moved  lengthways  of  the  book  by 
means  of  a  segmental  rack  233  and  weighted 
cable  272.  The  rack  233  is  operated  by  a  cam 
on  the  shaft  137  and  engages  a  pinion  235 
provided  with  a  gear  wheel  236  in  mesh  with 
rack  teeth  on  the  bar  237.  This  bar  is  con- 
nected to  a  cross  bar  238  to  which  the  shafts 
214,  239  are  connected.  The  cord  passes 
through  a  guide  245  carried  by  a  supporting 
bar  242  connected  with  the  cross  bar  238,  to  a 
tension  device  247,  through  the  end  of  a 
spring  controlled  take-up  lever  249,  to  the 
needle,  the  end  of  which  is  suitably  tapered. 
The  clamping  jaws  are  provided  with  a 
groove  294  for  the  binding  cord.  The  feed 
table  is  aligned  by  means  of  a  locking  device 
consisting  of  a  spring  actuated  cam  -  con- 
trolled plunger  which  engages  recesses  in  the 
underside  of  the  feed  table.  The  cam-oper- 
ated shafts  148,  193,  etc.,  are  formed  in  two 
parts  connected  by  adjustable  couplings.

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A  welcome  sign  of  the  return  of  more  nor- 
mal conditions  in  the  printing  industry  is  the 
publication  of  the  1920 number  -a  "  Victory  " 
volume— of  Penrose's  Anyiual.  1  his  famous 
review  of  all  matters  connected  with  the 
graphic  arts  had,  by  the  year  1916,  paid  us 
twenty-one  yearly  visits;  now,  after  a  three 
years' absence -due,  of  course,  to  the  world- 
cataclysm— it  makes  good  once  more  with  a 
special  number  which  covers  the  years  1917-20. 
This  "Victory"  volume,  both  without  and 
within,  is  a  sumptuous  and  delightful  pro- 
duction. It  is  superbly  bound  in  cream 
vellum  art  cloth,  with  design  in  colours  on 
cover,  while  the  letterpress,  which  is  printed 
in  two  colours  on  fine  antique  laid  paper,  is 
interspersed  with  admirable  examples  of  the 
latest  methods  of  illustrative  reproduction, 
including  velogravure,  photogravure,  intaglio, 
tri-colour  printing,  litho  offset,  lithographic 
printing,  half-tone  and  line.  If  we  add  that 
this  volume  contains  between  thirty  and 
forty  interesting  and  instructive  articles  deal- 
ing with  numerous  timely  topics  of  import- 
ance to  the  printer,  articles  the  contributors 
of  which  include  some  of  the  foremost 
specialists  in  various  branches  of  the  graphic 
arts,  it  will  be  realised  that  this  is  a  volume 
which  the  progressive  printer  should  take 
care  not  to  miss.  We  anticipate  a  huge  de- 
mand for  Vol.  XXIl.  of  Penrose's  Annual. 
Edited  by  William  Gamble,  F.R.P.S.,  it  is 
published  by  Percy  Lund,  Humphries  and 
Co.,  Ltd.,  3,  Amen-corner,  London,  E.G..  price 
IDS.  6d.  net. 
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At  Newcastle-on  Tyne  judgment  was  given 
in  respect  of  an  action  by  Mr.  John  Bosworth 
Bowes,  of  Sydney-grove,  Newcastle,  against 
John  B.  Bowes,  Ltd.,  printers,  etc..  and  its 
directors,  all  brothers  of  the  plaintiff,  of  Low 
Friar-street,  Newcastle.  He  asked  for  an 
order  setting  aside  the  purported  sale  of  his 
900  shares  in  the  company  to  its  directors,  and 
the  removal  from  the  register  of  their  names 
as  the  holders  of  the  shares. 

Upon  the  plaintiff's  claim  that  the  shares 
were  sold  at  much  below  their  real  value, 
viz.,  15s.  each,  evidence  was  given  by  two 
London  accountants  who  produced  figures  to 
prove  that  they  were  worth  35s.  each. 

Mr.  Tomlin,  K.G.,  for  the  defendants,  put 
it  to  one  of  these  gentlemen,  Mr.  J.  W.  Benett, 
that  the  spring  of  1918  was  about  the  blackest 
time  in  the  history  of  this  country,  that  there 
seemed  no  prospect  of  the  war  ending  except, 
perhaps,  disastrously  for  us.  Would  it  not, 
he  asked,  have  been  more  difficult  at  the  time 
to  find  a  purchaser  for  a  share  in  a  private 
company  in  Newcastle  than  at  any  time 
during  the  last  ten  years  ? 

Witness  said  he  was  unable  to  speak  as  to 
that  matter.      He  did    not   think   the  busi- 


ness position  was  as  bad  as  represented  in 
counsel's  alarmist  statement. 

Replying  to  further  questions  he  admitted 
that  1916-17-18  were  quite  abnormal  years  in 
relation  to  the  paper  trade,  and  that  in  1918 
the  value  of  paper  was  about  twelve  times  its 
pre-war  value. 

And  now  it  was  down  to  about  three  to  six 
times  its  pre-war  value?— I  haven't  got  the 
figures,  but  it  is  about  that. 

In  the  course  of  his  evidence  the  plaintiff 
said  the  business  was  founded  by  his  father 
and  he  was  the  eldest  son.  He  was  employed 
as  a  traveller  at  £4.  los.  a  week.  In  1915  he 
held  900  fully  paid  £1  shares  in  the  company, 
his  father  having  taken  the  other  200.  He 
admitted  that  some  five  or  six  years  ago  he 
was  in  trouble  with  his  father  and  brothers 
over  his  accounts  and  owed  money  to  the 
company.  Arrangements  were  made  as  to 
the  repayment  of  the  debt,  but  he  denied 
that  he  agreed  that  all  his  shares  should  be 
charged  as  security  for  money  he  owed. 

Gounsel :  Then  why  did  you  execute  a 
blank  transfer?— Witness  :  Because  I  owed 
the  company  money.  The  transfer  related  to 
800  shares,  he  said,  his  father  having  told  him 
that  he  was  never  to  part  with  the  other 
hundred. 

In  the  case  for  the  defence  Mr.  Tomlin, 
K.G.,  first  submitted  that  the  plaintiff  knew 
all  about  the  amounts  debited  to  his  account 
and  that  all  such  matters  came  under  the 
agreement  of  1915.  With  regard  to  the  sale 
of  the  shares  he  said  the  question  was 
whether  it  could  be  impeached  either  because 
it  was  at  such  a  gross  undervaluation  that  it 
could  be  set  aside  and  that  there  was  some- 
thing in  the  articles  of  association  which  had 
not  been  complied  with  or  because  there  was 
something  in  the  position  of  the  purchasers  in 
selling  to  themselves  which  the  court  might 
say  was  not  valid  in  law. 

After  some  discussion  upon  the  account, 
Mr.  Grant,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiff,  accepted  the 
defendants'  offer  that  the  amount  of  the  debt 
should  be  fixed  at  ;r5i2,  with  interest. 

His  Lordship  said  the  transfer  of  shares 
would  be  cancelled,  and  the  plaintiff  would 
be  restored  to  his  position  as  shareholder. 

No  further  evidence  was  called,  and  his 
Lordship  gave  judgment.  He  said  that  the 
sale  of  the  shares  could  not  be  supported  on 
the  ground  that  it  was  a  sale  by  the  directors 
of  a  defendant  company  to  themselves,  and 
therefore  infringed  the  settled  rule  of  the 
Court,  that  under  no  circumstances  could  a 
trustee  for  sale,  or  a  mortgagee,  or  their 
agent  sell  to  himself.  There  were  reasons  of 
high  policy  why  such  a  sale  could  not  be 
supported  under  any  circumstances.  There 
could  not  be  anything  like  a  true  bargain 
when  the  person  sellingand  the  person  buying 
were  one  and  the  same.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  amount  due  from  the  plaintiff  to  the  com- 
pany should  be  fixed  at  ;i"5i2,  with  5  per  cent, 
interest.  There  was  not  the  slightest  ground, 
his  Lordship  added,  for  questioning  the 
entire  bona  fides  and  the  honour  in  all  the 
transactions  that  took  place  of  the  individual 
defendants.
